DEATH ON THE BAILROAD. 


Mrs. 
Phoebe Morris, aged abont 74 


yearn who-resided here with her daughter, 
was Instantly killed on the Reading, road 
at the Burpee seed farm crossing about a 
mile west of town on Friday afternoon.

INTELLIGENCER'S 
CHANGE 
OF 


BASE. 


The Doylestown Intelligencer bas at 


last completely surrendered its indepen- 
dent political proclivities so far as deser- 
tion of party is concerned. While tbe In- 
telligencer threw a few faded bouquets to 
the party candidate* last fall and pre- 
tended^ to be "in line" tt gave what en- 
couragement It dared to extend to tbe 
fusion cause. It never acknowledged that 
the theory it had preached and practiced 
for some twenty years was wrong until 
its issue of Monday when It made pablio 
confession that ita notions concerning tbe 
value of minority factions constituted a 
seneelets and futile doctrine. The follow- 
ing proclaims the Intelligencer's return to 
reason—at least for twenty-four hours, M 
it has but one issue a day: 
', 


"Simply because,party leaden abuse 


their privileges and endeavor to advance 
their own interest* is no reason why tbe 
independent thinker should abandon it and 
unite with a third organization with no 
prospect of reforming the main body. 
The earnest protest of party men within 
party line* against tbe abuse of a public 
trust I* bound to have It* effect* for good 
Tbst condition of affair* probably brought 
abont tbe* nomination and election of 
Governor Fennypaoker and Mayor Weaver. 
As a rule the man who has tbe welfare of 
the country and his.fellow citizen*at heart 
works within party lines for higher thingo. 
Hi* end* are more likely to lie accomp- 
lished in that way than by flying to • 
third-organization. If he fails once he will 
try again.

In animals the external 


ear acts as a trumpet to collect the 
sound waves, in man it IB little more 
than an ornament, but the internal ear 
Is allUe In both 
So wondeiful is its 


construction that we can distinguish 
sounds varying from foity to 4,000 vi- 
brations per second 
This feat is per- 


formed by a portion of the ear called 
the organ of Cortl What a wonderful 
organ that Is may be understood from 
the fact that it consists of 5,000 pieces 
of apparatus, each piece being made 
up of two rods, one inner hair cell and 
four outer hair cells-that is, 35,000 
separate parts. In some mysterious 
manner the rods, with other things, aie 
tuned to different notes, and when they 
vibrate they cause the hairs to trans- 
mit an impulse to the ner\e of bearing 
To be musical, therefore, is to have a 
good organ of Cortl 


Why is it that scratching a piece or 


glass with metal causes such an uii 
pleasant sound? Because it is what Is 
called the fundamental tone of the ear, 
which is very high 
What the funda- 


mental tone exactly is would take too 
much space to explain, but if you blow 
across the mouth of n bottle, a hollow 
globe, etc, you get its fundamental 
tone. 
The ear Is a deceptive organ, and it 


Is often a matter of guesswork to tell 
whence a sound COJHBS, Indeed, If you 
place the open hands in front of your 
ears and curve them backwaid sounds 
produced in front will appear to come 
from behind 


Human beings and monkeys see most 


things with both eyes. Onr whole field 
of vision eitends over 180 degrees or 
half a circle. The middle half of this 
we see \vUi both eyes together, but 
the quarter at each side is seen only 
with one eye 


All other animals see most things 


with one eye oulj 
Scarcely ever can 


they fix both eyes on anything at the 
same time But there are considerable

times as large. 
While we taste liquids, we can smell 


only gases. Fill your nostrils with eau 
Ae cologne, and yon will experience no 
odor whatever. Fine as our sense of 
smell Is, it has deteriorated immensely 
since the time when our forefathers 
were wild men. The Calmucks can 
smell an encampment twenty miles 
away; the Peruvians cau distinguish 
all the South American races by their 
odor 
But smell is a sense highly suscep- 


tible of cultivation even by the modern 
white man. Dealers in tea, spices, per- 
fumes and drags, in consequence of 
their training, can distinguish the 
faintest differences in odors. 


The organ of hearing Is one of the 


most marvelous pieces of mechanism 
in the body. In animals the external 
ear acts as a trumpet to collect the 
sound waves; In man It is little more 
than an ornament, but the internal ear 
is alike In both. So wonderful is its 
construction that we can distinguish 
sounds varying from forty to 4,000 vi- 
brations per second. This feat is per- 
formed by a portion of the ear called 
the organ of Corti. What a wonderful 
organ that is may be understood from 
the fact that it consists of 5,000 pieces 
of apparatus, each piece being made 
up of two rods, one inner hair cell and 
four outer hair cells-tbat is, 35,000 
separate parts. In some mysterious 
manner the rods, with other tilings, are 
tuned to different notes, and when they 
vibrate they cause the liairs to trans- 
mit an impulse to the nerve of bearing. 
To bo musical, therefore, Is to have a 
good organ of Corti. 
Why Is it that scratching a piece of 


glass with metal causes such an un- 
pleasant sound? Because it is what is 
called the fundamental toiie of the ear, 
which is very high. What the funda- 
mental tone exactly is would take too 
much space to explain, but if you blow 
across the mouth of a bottle, a hollow 
globe, etc., you get its fundamental 
tone. 
The ear is a deceptive organ, and it 


is often a matter of guesswoik to tell 
whence a sound coonca. Indeed, if you 
place the open hands in front of your 
eais and curve them backward sounds 
produced in front will appear to come 
from behind. 
Human beings and monkeys sec most 


things with both eyes. Our whole field 
of vision extends over 180 degrees or 
half a circle. The middle half of this 
we see with both eyes together, but 
the quarter at each side is seen only 
with one eye. 
All other animals see most things 


with one eye oply. Scarcely ever can 
they fix both eyes on anything at the 
same time. But there are considerable 
variations. 
A bulldog, for instance, 


somewhat closely approaches the con- 
dition of a monkey. The larger the pu- 
pil the greater the quantity of light 
which enters the eye. Large pupiled 
people, therefore, see the world in a
